Editorial Column, 


A 
BRIGHT OUTLOOK 
IN MINING. 


There never was a time w hen the outlook for the miri 
ing industry in Amador county looked brighter than at 
present. 
There are several things that contribute to this 
belief. 
In the first place, the output of gold for this year 
promises to overtop any year since the early days of gold 
mining. 
W ith the Kennedy, Argonaut, Bunker Hill, South 
Eureka and Zeila in the list of producing m ines, and most 
of them yielding more liberally than ever, with the promise 
of still greater things in the future, the aggregate yield 
can hardly fail to prove a banner year. 
Another thing is 
the demonstrated fact that the gold-bearing rock 'extends 
to great depth, and does not diminish in richness with 
depth. 
In no other gold producing region in the United 
States has this been so strikingly shown as in 
Amador 
county. 
In the Kennedy ore of bonanza character is being 
taken from over 3000 feet below the surface, with the 
tissurc vein as strong as in a n y of the upper 
workings. 
These arc facts that appeal to capitalists and investors. 
It 
is a vital point with mining m en to know that w hen a gold 
deposit is encountered, there is reason to believe it will 
continue to surrender its treasure for an indefinite period. 
There is a perm anence to the output which is not a feature 
with many m uch vaunted camps. 
The crowning event that should stimulate m ining in this 
section is the development of the South Eureka into a divi­ 
dend paying proposition. 
After nearly tw enty years of 
search, under the direction of some of the most experienced 
mining men on the coast, this property now loom s up as 
one of the m ost promising on the lode, surrendering values 
that place it side by side with the most liberal producers in 
the county. 
Naturally many of the original stockholders 
grew tired of the assessments which had been draining 
their pockets for so many years, and threw up their stock 
as worthless, just on the evo of striking th e ore body 
which has put an entirely different face upon the mine. 
For nearly 3000. feet the search for gold was driven into 
the earth, without satisfactory result. 
Still th e gold-boar- 
ing ledge w as there all the same, waiting for a crosscut a 
few feet into the footwall to reveal its presence. 
It was 
near and y et so far. 
No m ining ground on the mother 
lode, it was thought, had boon so thoroughly prospected 
as this. 
Moreover, it was known as a blind ledge; that is 
to say there were no outcroppings on the surface to guide 
the prospector. 
The operations were predicated on the 
development of other near-by mines. 
Now th e practical 
significance of this is that gold in paying quantities exists 
within the lim its of 
nearly every mining location álong 
the main mineral 
belt. 
True, some 
spots have been 
pretty 
thoroughly 
prospected, 
according to 
approved 
methods, without result. 
Until recently the South Eureka 
was in the sam e category. 
They simply had failed to 
reach the right spot. 
The logical conclusion is that it- is 
the same with other properties that have heretofore failed 
to respond. 
The ledge is probably there, although un­ 
discovered. 
Persistent prospecting on this lode has almost 
invariably resultod in the discovery of a mine. 
And the 
importance of this fact can hardly he overestimated in the 
future of the mining development of Amador county. 


The effort to empanel a jury for a second trial of Cal­ 
houn is a travesty upon ju stice. 
Over a thousand tales­ 
men have been examined without a single 
juror being 
sworn to try the issue. 
It is evident fron^ the opinions ex­ 
pressed by those examined that the people are getting 
heartily sick of this seem ingly lifelong prosecution. 
It is 
safe to say, if Calhoun were a poor man without influence 
in the community, the prosecution would have dropped the 
ease after the first mistrial, especially in face of the jurors 
standing ten to two in favor of acquittal. 
T he history of 
the graft casos is anything but a commendable chapter in 
the annals of San Francisco. 
A district attorney is sup­ 
posed to take cognizance of public opinion so significantly 
expressed as in the poll of the first jury. But when proso- 
outing officers divide allegiance between public and private 
interests, th e y are bound to be discredited. 
The pooplo 
will no doubt speak out in unmistakab leterms on this issue 
at the coining city election.
